The Power Plebiscite 


To the Alberta Electors: 


On the 17th of this month you will be voting for or against the 
Province immediately taking over from the private companies the 
generation, transmission and distribution of power. Before coming 
to a decision you will be asking yourself whether in this instance 
public or private ownership is preferable. My purpose in writing this 


letter is not to influence you but only to draw to your attention cer- 
tain facts which generally are not known or not remembered. 


In deciding whether private ownership should now be replaced 
by government ownership and operation, our experience with the rural 
telephone system should not be forgotten. As the result of over- 
expansion, under-charging and general mismanagement, the rural 
telephone system had to be abandoned and a loss of approximately 
$10,000,000. was added to the public debt. 


To take over the existing power properties would involve the 
Government immediately raising somewhere in the order of $50,000,- 
000, That will only be a start. 


The private companies, I think you will agree, have had a good 
record. They have over the years steadily increased their generating 
capacity, both steam and hydro. During the last twelve months this 
Company has doubled the capacity of its plant at Drumheller, is now 
building a 7500 k.w. plant at Vermilion, and has substantially en- 
larged the plant at Grande Prairie. The transmission lines of the pri- 
vate companies serve or are in the course of serving practically every 
urban community. The rates we charge are fixed by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners and are reasonable, 


We have not been unmindful of rural electrification. We realize 
the great advantages to the farming communities of available cheap 
power. During the last few years, in spite of a very limited number 
of trained electricians and the world-wide shortage of the necessary 
plant and equipment over 3000 farms have been supplied with power. 
The number of electrified farms is steadily increasing. This record 
compares favourably with government ownership in Saskatchewan 
where there are only 700 such farms, 


There are in the neighborhood of 60.000 more farms which can be 
reached eventually. It will be some years, however, before they can 
all be tied in. The cost to the distributing authority, whether public 
or private, is about $800.00 per farm or an ultimate investment of 
nearly $50.000.000; aside altogether from the construction of enlarged 
generating facilities, 

It must not be forgotten that many of the farms and ranches in 
the Province are so isolated that serving them would involve such 
heavy capital and operating losses that the cost would be prohibitive. 


If after realistic consideration of the situation you are in favour of 
immediate government ownership, you will so vote. If you believe in 
private ownership, you will vote for continuance of the present sys- 
tem. If you conclude that this very important problem has not re- 
ceived adequate consideration, you will be against taking any action 
at the present moment and again will vote for the continuance of the 
present system. 

Your vote will be cast, I know, in what you believe will best ad- 
vance the interests of the Province.

Frog 


Laké Massacre 


By JIM ENGLISH 

in The Peterborough Examiner 

Memories of the Frog Lake 
massacre were revised when a 
letter from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Arthur T, H, Williams, printed in 
an Examiner of July, 1885, was 
brought again jnto The Examiner 
office. 

About Col, Williams, the En- 
cyclopedia of Canada says: “Wil- 
liams, Arthur Trefusis Heneage 
(1837-1885), soldier, was born at 
Port Hope, Upper Canada, in 
1837, the son of Commander 
Tucker Williams, R.N He was 
educated at Upper Canada Col- 
lege, Toronto and at Edinburgh 
University, He returned to Can- 
ada, and became a gentleman 
farmer .., (and) ,.. represent- 
ed East Durham in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Ontario from 
1867 to 1875, and in the House of 
Commons from 1878 to 1885. As 
lieutenant-colone! of the 46th bat- 
talion of the volunteer militia, he 
served in the North West rebel- 
lion of 1885; and he died near 


Fort Pitt, in the North West Ter-- 


ritories, on July 4, 1885," 

This is the complete letter 
written only a few weeks before 
his death to Major Howden, a 
relative of George Howden, Port 
Hope: 

Camp Frog Lake, 
June 15,91885. 
My dear Howden 

I received your letter, but as 
we have always been moving on. 
and as you must know I have @ 
multitude of duties, which keeps 
me forever on the grind, it is 
hard to find time when one is not 
too fatigued to write, We, the 
Midland, are now in camp alone 
here, with a few scouts and 26 
teams attached, so of course | am 
in command and am not bothered 
with brigade details, This place 
is the scene of the massacre of 
nine white people by Big Bear's 
band, who we are now after. 
There is a trail from Loon Lake 
which he crossed to escape from 
Gen, Middleton to this, and we 
have been in hopes that he would 
favour us with his presence, 

We marched 18 (miles... the 
paper is torn here) of this to 
join Gen, Strange, then received 
orders to return to Frog Lake 
yesterday. Gen, Strange wanted 
us on again, 40 miles north, Gen, 
Middleton passed through with 
his 300 horsemen, and relieved us 
of the severe tramp, which would 
have been doubly bootless, as the 
shoes of many of the men are 
quite worn out. 7 


This is a charming spot. Our 


camp is pitched overlooking the 
most beautiful scenery, lakes with 
small islets lying in front of us, 
with rising ground above them 
covered with the richest foliage of 
grass and trees Put behind us 
there is a different scene; devas- 
tation and fire, as well as the 
cruel attack upon and murder of 
the nine white people have left a 
sad mark of savage wickedness, 
We found two of the bodies and 
burled them, placing a cross over 
each, 

The Indians were doing well 
here in the farming way. It seems 
so sad that they allowed them- 
selves to be misled. 

The campaign is now nearly 
over, and if Big Bear had not 
the 23 white prisoners still, I 
think the Mounted Police would 
be left to hunt him and we could 
go home. 

We have gone through many 
hardships, and I have been in 
some very hot places, with bul- 
lets fairly singeing me, but I 
have been spared, though often 
nearly grazed with lead, particu- 
larly in the rush or charge across 
the open at Batoche, But of all 
this I will tell you, which I trust 
will be in a few weeks. 

The good things you sent out 
to me have not yet reached us, 
They will indeed be welcome. We 
have had nothing but canned 
meats, hard tack biscuits and tea 
with occasional sugar, for many 
a long week. 

We are, as you will see by the 
map, very far from the base of 
our supplies.

The battle of Batoche which 
Col. Willams mentioned occurred 
on May 12, 1885, and in it Gen, 
Middletdén defeated Louis Riel's 
main force. Riel was captured a 
few days after this battle. Big 
Bear was a chief of the Plains 
Crees, and led a band of Indians 
upon the Hudson's Bay Company 


post at Frog Lake, massacring 
some of the whites there, He | 
eventually surrendered to the mil- 


itia on July 2, two days before the 
death of Col. Williams. Big Bear 
and Poundmaker, another Indian 
chief, got off with only prison 
sentences, while Riel was hanged 
in November

The fate of Italy's North Afri- 
can colonial emplre——Libya, Eri- 
trea and Itallan Somaliland— 
again is being debated by the 
Big Four deputy foreign minis 
ters in London, with the limelight 
still centred on Libya. 

Libya was the pride of Musso- 
lini, Li Duce laid out a great agri- 
cultural development in the prov- 
ince of Cirenaica and settled 
upon it thousands of Llalian col- 
onists, 

However, Libya's chief impor 
tance doesn't lie in her rich acres 
It has great military value as a 
Mediterranean base 


The country holding Libya 
would be in a powertlul position 
If it also eontrolled the ‘big 
island of Crete to the north, it 
could dominate the lifeline 
through the Mediterranean ¢o the 
Suez Canal, for the Libyan port 


of Tobruk and Crete form a 
saddle over the ship route 

Small wonder that the disposi- 
tion of Libya is a bone of con 
tention between Russia and the 
western powers 

Not so long ago Kussia was 
asking for a Mediterranean base 
Now, howevei, she has proclaim- 
ed herself in favor of returning 
all the colonies to Italy for rule 
under United Nations trustee- 
ship, pending @ granting of in- 
dependence. 

Most of the western allies, 
however, want to see Libya split 
up into its component provinces 
of Cirenaica, Tripolitania and the 
Veman, Cirenaica, and perhaps 


Tripolitania, would come under 
British protection, either ag @ 
UN trusteeship or as independ- 
em states pound to Britain by 
military treaty, Fezzan would go 
to France, who has been adminis 
tering it since the war, 

Russia's idea of turning the 
colonies back to Italy is @ 
shrewd one trom two important 
viewpoints: 

(1) Moscow still hopes to gain 
control of Italy through the lat 
ter's big and milllant Communist 
party, and such an eventuality 
would bring Libya into the Red 
fold; (2) The very fact that the 
Soviet Union advocates returning 
the colonies to Italy 1s caleulated 
to strengthen the hand of the 
Italian Communists jn their fight 
for power 

The question of Independence 
looms large with the native Liby- 
4ns. Their paramount leader is 
the Grand Senussi, | interviewed 
him in Cairo in 1943, and found 
him to be a striking personality 
of much culture, 1 could see that 
after the war some, sort of pro- 
fectorate likely would be pro 
posed for Libya, and I asked him 
if he expected this 

“We feel that we should have 
our freedom first,” he replied, 
"The rest easily can be arranged, 
We certainly shall need guidance 
in our new state, and we sitall 
need help in developing it.”

Ind.—Province Before Party 


I wish to make it perfectly plain at the outset 
that those of us in the Independent Movement do 
not object to political parties even though our own 
movement is non-partisan to this extent—that we 
do not admit either the necessity or the advisa- 
bility of maintaining a provincial political regi- 
mentation similar to that which exists in the do- 
minion field. Our attitude towards provincial poll- 
tics may be summed up in three words; “Province 
before Party.” 

It has often been said, and with a good deal of 
truth, that the provincia! legislature is simply an 
enlarged municipal council, with its duties con- 
fined very largely to legislating matters of purely 
provincial concern, On the other hand, the domin- 
ion parliament is concerned almost entirely with 
national and international affairs. Because of this 
important difference, it seems absurd to suggest 
that since we have Liberal, Conservative, C.C.F, 
and Social Credit parties in the dominion house, 
we must have their counterpart in Alberta 


Informed readers are aware that the downfall 
of France a few years ago was due very largely to 
a surplus of parties, and the situation today is only 
slightly less dangerous, A similar situation may 
very well develop in Canada, and even in Alberta. 
Accordingly, the Independent Movement neither 
did, nor does not now, seek to add to the general 
confusion by putting “just another party” in the 
provinelal field; on the other hand, it has from its 
inception sought to consolidate the opposition of 
those who cannot accept either Social Credit or 
C.C.F, philosophy. 

The Independent Movement neither appeals to 
party prejudice nor does it condemn those with 
whom it does not agree; it urges every elector to 
think things through clearly for himself, and then 
to vote according to the dictates of his own con- 
science.
